Thomas Gore, Koss H. Earnest, Wlnlleld

Thomas Gore, a prominent cit;zenof 


Johnstown, died on Sunday. Tbe da- 
ceased was born at Mann's Choice, 
April 14, 1817, and was a son of John 
and Catherine Mowry Gore. His father 
was a Virginian and died in 1873. Mrs. 
Gore died in October, 1880. On Sep- 
tember 23, 1848, he was married to 
Miss Amauda Jane Mitchell, daughter 
of James H. and Sophronia Thatcher 
Mitchell, her father having been a 
leading citizen of Johnstown many 
years ago. Eight children were born 
to Mr. and Mrs. Gore—Sophronia C., 
wife of J. W. Barnett, of Hillside; 
James H., deceased; Amanda J., widow 
of Dr. J E. Hutchinson, at home; John 
M , of Chicago; Willis K., also of Chi- 
cago; George S., at home; an infant 
daughter, deceased, and Ella P.,wife of 
Dr J.Swan Taylor, of Johnstown. Mrs 
Gore died in 1891. In 1827 his parents 
moved from Bedford county to Blairp- 
ville, where he assisted in building the 
Pennsylvania canal, which was then in 
the course of construction. In 1847 
Mr Gore built the section boat "Gen- 
eral Scott" and otter boats and navi- 
gated them between Pittsburg and 
Philadelphia. 
After leaving the canal 


be became a contractor and helped to 
build tbe Old Portage railroad between 
Johnstown and Hollidaysburg, and 
for seven years was conductor on that 
road. Later he was engaged exten- 
sively in the coal and stone business. 
The subject of this sketch served two 
terms in the council of Johnstown 
borough. In early life he became a 
member of the Presbyterian church 
and had been a ruling elder for over 
20 years 
Mr. Gore was a member of 


the Old Pennsylvania Canal Boatmen's 
association. 
He was of revolutionary 


descent, an uncle, Joshua Gore, having 
fought 
under Washington 
in the 


struggle for American independence 
Funeral services were held Wednesday 
afternoon and were conducted by Rev. 
Dr. C. C. Hays, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church, Johnstown. In- 
terment was made in Grand View cem- 
etery. 


Boss H. Earnest, 


Ross H. Eirnest, of Bedford, died 


Thursday night of last week, of con- 
sumption. He was agad 25 years, 11 
months and 17 days. He was a son of 
Constable and Mrs. David R. Eirnest 
and was born in Bedford township oa 
September 30, 1877. His mother died 
on November 30, 1901. He was mar- 
ried to Miss Matilda Miller, daughter 
of Henry Miller, of Ererett, on Octo- 
ber 26, 1897. Tae deceased is survived 
by his wife, one child, his father and 
the following brothers and sisters: 
Charles Earnest and Mrs. S. H. Mullin, 
of Pittsburg; Elmar E. Eirnest, of 
Wilkinsburg; Mrs C. G Griffith, of Al- 
toona; Mrs. Wilson Adams, of Morgan- 
town, W. Va., and Mrf. J. 0. Barley, of 
Bedford township. 
Mr. Earnest was 


a kind-hearted, good-natured, upright 
young man. He was an aetivs nrem- 
her of the Maccabees and his widow 
will get 81,000 from that organization. 
The funeral services were held Sunday 
afternoon and were conducted by Rev. 
M. L. Culler, pastor of the Lutheran 
church. The Maccabees attended the 
services in a body. Interment in the 
Bedford cemetery. 


Wlnfleld Scott Gates 


Winfleld Scott Gates died at his 


home in Altoona Thursday afternoon 
of last week, of strangulated hernia. 
Ha was born in Bedford county, Au- 
gust 8, I860, being at the time of his 
death 43 years, one month and nine 
days old. He resided in Altoona for the 
past 15 years, having been employed in 
the freight shops at that place. The 
deceased was twice married and is sur- 
vived by his second wife and two chil- 
dren, by six children to his first wife 
and also four step-children. Mr. Gates 
was a member o f the First Methodist 
Episcopal church, Altoona, and the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Relief associa- 


Proposed New Koad Will Run Through 


Bedford. 


Sunday's Pittsburg Gazette contained 


three maps and an interesting artie'e, 
from which we quote the following: 


Tae vast improvement work now 


being done by the Baltim-rp & Ohio 
railroad involving an outlay that com- 
pares well with tbeonly otheriostanee 
of such work,that of the Pennsylvania, 
is shown graphically by the accom- 
panying maps. These maps and the 
information 
given below, obtained 


from official sources, are reproduced 
from the Railway Age 


"Around 
Pittsburg 
centers 
the 


largest part of this work, and many 
millions of dollars will be spent on the 
proposed new lines. By far the largest 
of these is the construction of an en- 
tire^ new line, 140 miles long, from 
Hancock on the main line along the 
Potomac river east of Cumberland to 
Port Perry, a few miles east of Pitts- 
burg 
The route is through Bedford 


and Somerset, and follows the historic 
South Penn route The cut-off not only 
shortens the distance between Pitts- 
burg and Baltimore by 50 miles, but 
gives the railroad a maximum grade of 
755-100 p?r cent, up the western slope 
of the Allegheny mountains. 


"Linked closely with this plan is 


another one for a lower-grade entrance 
from the east into the Fairmont re- 
gion. This line is the same as the 
Hancock-Port Perry route from Han- 
cock to Somerset 
From the latter 


point the present line of the Baltimore 
A Ohio is followed to Roekwood and 
Confluence and then a new line is built 
across the country from Confluence to 
Morgantown, connecting then with 
Fairmont. The shortening of the dis- 
tance by this route is less than in the 
other case, the new line from Fairmont 
east being 17S miles, as against 179 for 
the old, but the present east-bound 
grades out of Fairmont are 8 per cent., 
while the new line gives a maximum 
of 75 100 per cent. 


"Tbe estimated cost of the Port 


Perry-Hancock 
line is 
818,000,000. 


Separately considered, the Hancock- 
Fairmont line would cost 824,000,000. 
While no official statement is made, it 
is said that rights-of-way have been 
secured and funds are in sight for the 
construction of the Hancock-Somerset 
line. 
The new line eliminates the 


costly Sand Patch grades for the east- 
bound freight from this district and 
from the Connellsville district. The 
proposed OniDntown-Wheeling line of 
the road is also shown on the map. 


"West of Pittsbnrg big plans are 


laid. 
The straightening out of the 


old Pittsburg & Wheeling from Hazel- 
ton, near Ycungstown, to Akron, Is 
shown, and the proposed Baltimore & 
Ohio-Pennsylvania cut-offs to Cleveland 
from Newton Falls and Sullivan are 
also given. * * 


"Much interest will be taken in this 


city in the change of the road's route 
between Allegheny and New Castle 
Junction. The new line will lie sever- 
al miles west of the present one, leav- 
ing the present route at Etna and re- 
joining it at North Sewickley. 
The 


sharp curves and the steep grade at 
Bakerstown will be eliminated. The 
surveys for this line are now being 
made. It is believed the present 40 
miles can be reduced by 5 and that 
maximum grades of 37-100 per cent 
east-bound 
and 3-10 per cent, west- 


bound can be had without too great 
cost 


"By the 
Hozelton-Akron work 55 


miles of entirely new track will be 
built, saving five miles distance. In 
all about 35,500,000 will ba spent for 
improvements between New Castle 
Junction and Akron. Between New 
Castle Junction and Chicago Junction 
89,000,000 will have been spent when 
present plans are finished. 


"Altogether close to 890,000,000 has 


been spent in battering the Baltimore 
& Ohio since the receivers took hold in 
3886, and the cost of betterments au- 
thorized this year amounts to 825,000,- 
000' By another year the company 
will have 125 miles of new location 
in the 815 miles from Baltimore to 
Chicago."

share of this sum into their own pock- 
ets. 
A large portion of these are 


brought from India, China, Arabia and 
Southeastern Russia.

MASH'S CHOICE, September M.—Just 


a short distance west of the canter of 
Bedford county is located the beautiful 
little borough of Mann's Choice. 
It 


was christened in 1840, when our county 
was represented in congress by the 
Hon. Job Mann, of Bedford. The citi 
zans of Harrison township petitioning 
at that time for a postoffice at the foot 
of Dry Ridge, some trouble and time in 
the matter of the choice of a name re- 
sulted. The postmaster general said: 
Let it be Mann's Choice, in honor of 
the representative, and so it has been 
ever since. 


The town is noted for its natural at 


tractions, its health giving water and 
the refinement of charater of its popu- 
lation. The town has been steadily 
growing; since 1840 it has increased in 
population about 400, at that time there 
being but three houses here. We have 
a few things to say in reference to the 
town—not in a boastful spirit, but as a 
statement of facts. 


The common schools of Mann's Choice 


are graded so as to give the best advant- 
age to its students and are under the 
supervision of three able teachers, H 
T. Wright, of New Paris; Miss Filler. 
of Rainsburg; Miss Oyler, of our town 
The school is equal to any and bids fail 
to surpass many. 


Of churches we have four in number, 


Reformed, Methodist, Presbyterian and 
Dunkard, the buildings being beauti- 
ful and comfortable in the interior ar- 
rangements. 


The attractions of Mann's Choice as 


a home are shown by the comfortable 
private residences. 
Our streets arr 


paved with brick and stone ano 
the elm, maple and chestnut treei 
help to beautify and 
shade the 


town. 
On main street stands the 


famous Metropolitan hotel, its popular 
proprietor being John T. Miller. This 
hostelry is the equal of any hotel in the 
county for its architecture, bath rooms, 
barber shop, hot and cold water supply 
The table is supplied with the best 
that the market affords and is prepared 
with especial care for the people who 
eat good gnib. 


At present the only railroad we have 


is the Bedford division of the P. R. R , 
but every thing surely indicates 
that we shall have a better railroad 
connection during the year 1904, the 
B. 0. having purchased 80 acres of 
ground here. We have it from good 
authority that the B. & 0. will connect 
here with the P. R. R. and upon it de- 
pends the Bedford and Hollidaysburg 
road, so, to us, it means a junction of 
three railroads. 
Does this say much 


for the town? I think it does. When 
we take into consideration the differ- 
ent water courses running through or 
near our town and the different springs 
we find we have an abundance of water 
for power for shops and manufacto- 
ries of every kind. 


The hills here are underlaid with the 


best of limestone and there is an abun- 
dance for centuries to coma. There is 
no better place in the county for mak 
ing iron than here. 
Coal is cheap, 


limestone plentiful and ore handy. Wt 
have sand stone in inexhaustible quan 
titles. 
Glass could be manufactured 


here for one-half the cost in Pittsburg. 
The town is open for manufactories < f 
any kind- Grounds can ba secured a' 
a low rate. The town's manufactories 
at this time are as follows: A large 
steam tannery owned and operated b • 
the United States 
Leather 
Trust. 


About 40 hands are employed, tannin? 
180 sides of leather daily. Tha steam 
grist mill owned and operated by A H 
& W. F. Faupel, employing severa' 
hands. They make the famous "Gold- 
en Sheaf" flour, known throughout the 
western part of Maryland. H. F. Mi'- 
ler operates and owns the lumber man- 
ufacturing plant, employing many men 
in the mill and on buildings. 
He alan 


is the proprietor of the undertaking 
establishment of the town and I might 
add further that he operates with hit 
planing mill one of the latest improved 
hydraulic cider presses.

PENNSYLVANIA.

niBtorj of the Keystone State. 


The Story ol Pennsylvania, as pnl- 


liahed in the October Pearson's U a nut- 
shell historical and biographical sketch 
of the state and her notable men and 
women. 


Opening with a brief but impressivr 


statement that Pennsylvania is great, 
not alone f "r i's industrial and agricul- 
tural products, the article reviews the 
political importance of the state in the 
past and present, and continue s as fol- 
lows: 


Following the discovery of Delaware 


Bay by Henry Hndson in 1609, ttu 
Dotch and Swedes established smaF 
settlements in tbe territory afterward 
granted to Penn; and they ruled alter- 
nttely until the English title was con 
Brmed by treaty with Holland in 1674 
Seven years afterward, William Penr 
obtained his grant of land west of the 
Delaware, in settlement of a c'aim de- 
rived from his father, Admiral Penn, 
for sixteen thousand pounds (about 
180,000) 
The king named the province 


Pennsylvania—Penn's Wood—and its 
formal history dates from that time. 


Penn had his attention drawn tr 


America by his service as trustee for 
Edward Byllinge, who bought West 
Jersey from Lord Berkeley and Sir 
George Carteret. 
He purposed to 


make Pennsylvania a refuge and asy- 
lum for Friends. 
Within the limita- 


tions of a proprietorship subject to the 
king, he projected a real democracy in 
which there should be absolute free- 
dom of conscience and religion. The 
destitution he drafted was more liber- 
al than any previously promulgated 
It attracted to the colony high-minded 
dissenters of various sects, whoulti 
mutely outnumbered the Friends, and 
misused the freedom granted them to 
persecute the founders of the colony

There is on 
file with the attorney general more 
than one case against trusts, prepared 
by private enterprise, such as the case 
against the coal truat prepared by

that party and the cormorants oi the 
country is pulverized and the Demo- 
cratic party allowed to rip the rocks 
off the tariff wall that grants special 
privileges to the favored few. When 
will the people act? 


CHABLES A EDWABDB. 


The Quaker experiment in government 
lasted until 1756; the influence of thi 
Friends endured for a much longer 
time. 


Sturdy settlers had been attracted, 


by their liberal principles, in sneb 
large numbers that Pennsylvania soot 
became the leading colony in point of 
population; and as it remained for 
many years free Irom Indian wars, it 
was also the most prosperous. Nearly 
all the immigrants were earnest, God- 
fearing men, some ol them well educa- 
ted and well-to-do; ao that the young 
colony was rich in quality as well as 
strong in numbers. Nearly all branches 
of the Protestant religion were repre- 
sented. The Friends settled mainly ir 
Philadelphia or its immediate neighbor- 
hood. 
The Germans, equally peace 


able and on good terms with the Indi 
ans, moved westward to the agricultnr 
al district and occupied also the Schnyl- 
kill and Lehigh valleys; while the 
more aggressive Scotch-Irish pushed 
onward to the Sucquehanna and Cum- 
berland valleys and became the pioneer 
outposts. They opposed Quaker rule 
mainly because they believed in fight- 
ing the Indians; but they were strong 
religionists in their own way, intelli- 
gent and well educated. It is said of 
them that they became the school- 
masters of the state. 


Although the Assembly was controll- 


ed by Friends, they could not really 
govern as they wished becanse of the 
veto power possessed by the governor, 
who represented the proprietor, and 
because of the further restraints laid 
upon them by the crown. The three 
agencies of government were frequent- 
ly at a deadlock. 
Within their owr 


narrowing circle, the Friends govern- 
ed well; outside ol it, they scarcely 
governed at all. At length, the 
Friends were obliged 
to abandon 


either their principles or their offices 
They chose the latter course. Many

The hearing apparatus Is far more 


wonderful than most people have the 
slightest idea of. 
It Is n marvelous 


collection of instruments for receiving, 
magnifying and recording sounds or 
vibrations, as the learned term them. 


What you do when you speak to a 


friend is to throw the air Into vibra- 
tion. Your vocal organs strike the air, 
and the impulses thus caused reach the 
trumpet shaped bits of flesh and gristle 
you call ears. You have altogther six 
ears. 


The flaps which are stuck on to each 


side of the head are the outer ears. Be- 
sides these there are the middle ears 
and the inner ears, all of which lie In 
cavities in the bones of the head. All 
that the flaps do is to collect and con- 
centrate the vibrating currents of air, 
so that they may stnke the ear drums. 


These latter are really the middle 


ears. The outer ear narrows as It en- 
ters the head and ends in a ring. A 
membrane is stretched over this ring. 
much In the same way as a piece of 
parchment is stretched over the head 
of a drum. 


The ear dram is a true drum, for It 


can be tightened and slackened by 
means of levers made for that purpose. 
The tightening and slackening are done 
quite automatically to suit the various 
sounds. 


This is how it is tightened: In the 


middle ear are four tiny bones, the 
most peculiar looking bones imagina- 
ble. The biggest is a little odd shaped 
bone called the mallet. It looks like a 
Illliputian version of a lobster's claw. 
,Minute muscles are attached to It, so 
that it may act as a lever to Increase 
or diminish the tension of the drum 
skin. One muscle relaxes the mem- 
brane, another pulls it taut 


The four bones form a chain to con- 


nect the drum skin ofthe.outer ear with 
•the drum skin of the inner and so to 
conduct the sound. The next bone to 
the mallet is the airvll, then come the 
spherical bone and the stirrup, which 
looks exactly like Its, namesake, but It 
la by far the most Important of the 
four. By means of this alone one can 
hear. In a fashion, aven. If all the others 
be gone. 


A bony, gristly tube Joins the ear- 


drum with the back of tbe mouth at 
the side of the soft palate. Hence the 
four bones are always in, a bath of air, 
quite naked, as It were. It Is owing to 
this that people who ore somewhat 
deaf are able to hear better when they 
listen with their mouths, open. 


Now we come to the Inmost ear, 


which is made up. of three parta. The 
first one is called 'the vestibule, orlhall, 
and It has a drumhead to which 'the 
chain of little bones is attached. 


The hall leads to the other -.parts, 


troth of which, coaetot of tortuouMtubes 
along which the sound passes. One 
part is made of three semicircular 
canals. The other Is shaped exactly as 
a snail's shell. All these make up a 
peculiar labyrinth, and all are com- 
pletely. filled with a,curlous fluid. Their 
walls 'are lined with the soft, pulpy 
nerves of hearing which communicate 
•with the brain. Owing to i these com- 
plex and winding cavities, ia great ex- 
tent of nerves Is exposed for the recep- 
tion of sound. 


< Now let us see what happens when 
somebody says "Hear!" to you. 


The air is thrown into vibrations, 


which spread out i and out until they 
touch the side of your hand. There 
tbe Sesby flap on one side collects and 
magnifies the vibrations. 


Down the ear funnel they 'pass until 


they reach the membrane of the drum 
of the ear. They strike on ithe mem- 
brane, which adapts Itself to them. 
Then the vibrations are communicated, 
through the bones in the middle ear, 
,to the membrane covering the entrance 
to the labyrinth. 


If you keep your mouth wide open 


"the air vibrations pass direct to the 
little bones. The Impulses of tbe air 
are not interrupted by first having to 
strike the membrane of the drum; tbut 
11 all the difference. 


People could easijy converse with 


their ears sealed up. 
If the two 


speakers each heldian end of thelsame 
piece of hard woo* against theittteeth 
even the faintest wWsper could Be un- 
derstood. 


Yon will see f romi this that -whattare 


commonly called the ears are not (es- 
sentially necessasry to hearing, after 
all. 


Well, however.'the vibrations iare re- 


ceived, they finally strike against the 
membrane covering the entrance to the 
hall of the labyrinth. 
Thence they 


make the fluid which flllslthe labyrinth 
vibrate. These vibrations- act on the 
fibers of the auditory nerva, the fibers 
which coat the inner ear. Along this 
nerve the impressions are communicat- 
ed to the brain. In this manner the 
sensation of sound is produced, and 
you know that somebody salfl "Heart" 
to you.

A little while ago while turning over 


sonic mementos ot iiuiuy years spent 
In the Pacific Islands. 1 came across a 
email circle of line ciino about two 
inches in diameter. From the side to- 
ward tlie center n delicate network of 
the fibers of some plant was construct- | 
ed, leaving a small hole in the center 
large enough for, say, n bee to crawl 
through. The article weighed less 
than u quarter of an ounce, yet, small 
and harmless as it appeared, it is not 
BO very many years ago that it and 
others like it were objects of deadly 
terror to the natives of many of the 
Pacific islands, particularly those of 
Manahiki (Humphrey island), for the 
simple looking thing was a "soul catch- 
er"—that is, a destroyer of human life. 


Manahiki is one of a group of low 


lying atoll islands to the north-north- 
west of Samoa, and its people today 
are about the best educated of all the 
Mnlnyo-Polynesian people. They elect a 
king and parliament, have one of the 
most beautifully adorned churches in 
the Pacific islands, and nearly all the 
younger members of the community 
can now not only speak but read and 
write English. The Island Is—for an 
•toll—unusually fertile and the people 
a.fine, stalwart, handsome copper col- 
ored race. The mam Industries are the 
Imaking of "copra" (dried cocounut) and 
diving for pearl shell. 


"Soul catching" in the heathen days, 


iprior to 1803, could be and was prac- 
ticed by any one who desired revenge 
or the life of an enemy. Indeed, al- 
though the people were nominally 
Christians in 1873, it was still In 
vogue. The modus operand! is very 
simple. Bay that two men, Rika and 
Tetoro, quarrel. Rika accuses Tetoro 
of going out into the lagoon at night- 
time, lifting his (Rika's) fish traps and 
abstracting the contents. He therefore 
demands compensation. Tetoro denies 
the theft 
The relatives of both men 


take sides, and the quarrel assumes all 
the elements of a feud with bloodshed. 
It may be that Tetoro is a man of 
.means or chiefly rank and Influence 
and treats his accuser with scorn. 


•Very well," the injured Rika cries. 


"It I cannot get justice from you I 
shall snare your soul, and you will die 
of a wasting sickness." 


Tetoro, even if he is innocent, begins 


to feel uneasy at this threat and, while 
vigorously denying the theft, offers 
Rika a present of a pig to end the mat- 
ter. 
Rika's relatives at once clamor 


not only for their original demands, 
but for the pig as well. Possibly a free 
fight ensues, and Rika's people get 
badly used, and threats of "soul snar- 
ing" are heard on all sides. 


Then Rika's wife makes the snare for 


Tetoro's soul. Taking her mat out into 
the village square or upon a well fre- 
quented road or path, she suspends tlie 
snare from the branches of trees or 
sticks placed In the ground In such a 
position that she can closely watch the 
orifice in the center of the square. 
Rika's friends, male and female, come 
with her. They bring food and eat It 
•and throw fragments under the snare 
to attract the flies, with which the Is- 
land is Infested. If but one fly crawls 
through tbe hole Tetoro is a dead man, 
unless he suddenly gives in and allows 
himself to be hied, for not only do 
Rika's people w.itcli the snare, but his 
own as well. No one of them would 
dare to attempt to destroy the snare. 
The death of the interfere!- by occult 
power would certainly follow.

The Work Thnt l» Done liy the Crew 


Tlult Never SBl!». 


The captain's authority over nn ocean 


liner, nii.l i .u •'!... -.' •..::' •'. hi-- ivspjn- 
sibillty for her. extend only over, the 
time when she Is crossing the sea. 
Practically 
the responsibility ceases 


when she approaches laud on either 
side, for the pilot assumes charge of 
her navigation as soon us he comes 
aboard. When tho ship arrives at her 
pier, or as soon, to l>p exact, as she la 
within hailing distance, the captain is 
no longer in control, hhe Is then under 
the authority of the marine superin- 
tendent, who ia in command of the 
piers and tugs and harbor front equip- 
ment of the line and who takes charge 
of the docking of all vessels. 
.To bring a giant liner to rest at her 
pier is a delicate operation. The flow 
of the tide, the headway imparted by 
her engines before they stop, the depth 
of the water, must all be taken Into 
consideration, for the quarters are nar- 
row, and if she were to ram the pier 
It would menu a bad smashup. 
But 


with the skill of long experience the 
superintendent, by voice and hand, con- 
trols the great vessel perfectly, and 
with tugs helping her and cables draw- 
ing her she glides into her resting place 
as quietly and easily as a tired child 
slips beneath the covers at night. 


Practically, from (he moment when 


the liner is made fast she is turned 
over to the crew that never sails. Her 
officers remain on duty, and their work 
is as arduous and almost as Incessant 
In port as at sea. But the law requires 
that the crew of each vessel shall be 
paid off and discharged at the end of 
every voyage. In the case of the liner 
they are again signed immediately, but 
during the period while the vessel lies 
In port they are not officially connected 
with her, and the work which naturally 
would fall to their lot is performed by 
the port crew.—Earl Mayo in Leslie's 
Weekly.
